SOME THINGS TO OBSERVE FOR SUCCESS WITH ROSES 

Unpacking—Should plants, when received, have a withered appearance, caused by an unusual delay in transit 
(which seldom occurs), soak them in wa er for an hour or more so as to restore their vitality. 

How to Plant—The rose delights in an open, airy situation; all types are partial to cliy loam, but will succeed 
in any ordinary soil if enriched with well rotted barnyard manure. Dig up he soil thoroughly to a depth of twelve 
to fifteen inches. Dig a hole sufficiently large to accommodate the root, and pour a half pail of water into the 
hole: in filling, shake the plant lightly so that the soil may fall evenly all around the roots; ‘his avoids cavities. 
Firm the soil well around the plant in order that it may be solid. Be sure that the buds or grafts, that is where 
the lower branches begin are at least 2 inches below the surface of ihe soil. Bush Roses can be set 1% feet 
apart, clinfbing varieties from 4 to 6 feet apart, and standard Roses 3 or more feet apart. 

To prevent the top branches from shriveling up before the root system has been developed, the earth should 
be filled up as shown in Fig. 2 above. The branches still exposed should be cut down to the mound surface. Be 
sure to keep the ground moist after planting. In about three weeks time the mound qf earth may be gradually 
leveled down to the normal surface as shown in Fig. 1. Cultivate freely throughout the summer and apply a lignt 
top dressing of bonemeal, ‘‘Vigoro,”’ or Whizz Fertillzer (see page 31) at least once a month hroughout the grow- 
ing season. 

Pruning—This operation is best performed during the dormant season. Most roses do better if moderately 
pruned. We usually remove from one-third to two-thirds of the past vear’s grow h, and all weak and decayed wood 
should be entirely cut out. As a rule the more vigorous the variety the more it should be pruned. Besides spring 
pruning, many of the Hybrid Perpetuals required to be pruneaG as soon as their first blossom is over, in order to 
grow new wocd for later blooming. It is always the new grow h which gives flowers. Most people are apt to 
prune too sparingly, which retards rather than enhances the free-blooming of their plants. 

Spraying in Roses—See pages 28-29 on Insecticides. 

Time for Planting—lIn this intermountain region, the best time for planting is in the spring, immediately af ler the 
fros is out of the ground, and as soon as the ground can be worked nicely. 

Winter Protection—We have found that the most satisfactory protection is to draw up a mound of soil from & 
to ten inches high around the base of the plants, then covering the entire beds after the ground begins to freeze 
with any loose material, such as strawy manure, leaves, ete. (See above cut, Fig. 3).

How to Make a Lawn spaded and thoroughly 
raked, so that the soil is fine and free from lumps and its 
surface smooth, even and firm. If a thick, heavy sod is 
wanted quickly, seed should be sown at the rate of one 
pound to 150 or 200 square feet. It takes twice as 
much seed to make a lawn as it does for raising hay and 
it frequently happens that good results are not obtained 
on account of scanty seed. 

After sowing seed should be well raked in, and on a 
light sandy soil, well rolled. Heavy soils do not require 
much rolling when grass is established. The lawn may 
be much improved by rolling after each cutting. The best 
time to sprinkle is early in the evening. Lawns always do 
best if seeded in early spring or latter part of August, but 
when necessary to seed in midsummer it will be advan- 
tageous to furnish a light covering of straw to protect 
the tender grass from the intense heat of the sun. The 
weeds and foul grass, which most soils produce, can be 
kept down and destroyed by repeated mowing. 

Among the best fertilizers are “Plant Life,’’ ““Vigoro,” 
Bone Meal, “Groz-it’’ or pulverized Sheep manure. See 
page 31. 

If the Jawn is kept clipped fairly short, it will not 
be necessary to rake the clippings, but they may be 
allowed to remain where cut and will be washed down 
among the roots by the rain and furnish a mulch which 
will be valuable in the hot, drying days of summer. If, 
however, the grass has been allowed to get so long that 
a considerable length must be cut, it must be raked. 
Only the fine clippings should be left upon the lawn. 

These fine clippings again go back into the soil in 
time and add humus.

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STRINGLESS BEANS 


Most people concede there is very little diffeernce either in 
flavor or tenderness between the wax-podded and the green-podded 
types. Precisely the same culture should be given to each. In both 
classes there are round and flat podded varieties; it is thought the 
round are a little more brittle and the flat are better yielders. 


Culture—Beans are somewhat tender, but it often pays to take 
some risks. Plant in warm, loamy soil at the beginning of settled, 
Warm weather in spring, and at intervals for succession until 
August. Rows may be made 2 feet apart, and the beans planted 
a few inches apart in the drills, or 3 or 4 beans in hills, 6 to 8 
inches apart. If the ground is dry and irrigation necessary to 
sprout the beans, irrigate the ground first, planting the seed as 
sopn as the ground is dry enough to prepare for the seed. Beans 
require very little water. After each irrigation or rain mulen 
the soi] as soon as it. is in good working condition. This will 
conserve the moisture andtequire less water. Cultivate frequently 
and shallow; but never whenethe vines are wet. One pound wik 
sow 100 feet of drill, 60 Ibs. per acre.

With the aid of a cold frame and 
just a little thought in planning a succession of plantings this crisp, palatable Salad veces 
able can be cut fresh from your own garden from May until December. 


Head lettuces are becoming more popular than the loose leaf types; 
but it is certainly worth while to grow both, making several plantings 
to insure continuous succession. The ‘“‘New York” or ‘Los Angeles 
Market” is the favorite for market growing in the Mountain States 
and of course is equally valuable for the home garden. The “‘leaf’’ 
varieties are more easily grown and many consider the ‘“‘Romaine”’ or 
“Cos” type to be the best of all in flavor. 


There is so great difference in localities in regard to culture of 
lettuce that it is hard to get a uniform rule. (For the ordinary house 
garden, it is desirable to use one variety of each type, and several 
plantings should be made to Secure succession. The seed should be 
planted in rows eighteen inches apart, as early as possible, and the 
young plants of cabbage head variety should be thinned until four 
inches apart. Varieties that do not head may be left quite thick, and 
when fairly well grown, those thinned out may be used. Nitrate of 
soda, or some nitrogenous Fertlizer will pay if used after plants are 
set. <A light, warm, rich, well watered soil is ideal as quick, rapid 
growth is essential to crispness and flavor. One ounce produces three 
thousand plants; for Head lettuce sow 1% to 2 pounds per acre; Loose 
Leaf varieties 3 to 4 pounds per acre.

Perennials have never been so popular as they are at the present time. Their permanency appeals to all. They 
are planted once and are always there; living through th® winter with little or no protection, the flowers become 
better as ihe plants grow older. Will grow well in any soil, which may be enriched with decomposed manure or 
bene meal. The varieties we list are all perfectly hardy, the tops dying down in winter, but coming up early in the’ 
spring. A hardy border, properly planned and planted, is a continual source of joy throughout the season; from) 
earliest spring to late autumn days it will be resplendent with color and will yield an abundance of flowers for 
indoor decoration. Once established, such borders need no other attention than to be kept free from weeds and to 
be given an occasional top-dressing with fertilizer for nourishment. 


HOW TO GROW FROM SEED 


Many of the hardy flowers will bloom the first yearfrom seed if sown in the hotbed in February or. March. 
Outdoors they may be sown any time from May 1 to August—the earlier the better. for the plants will then become 
stronger and betier established before winter. A coldframe is an ideal place in which to sow Perennials, but, if you | 
have none, prepare a seed-bed of finely sifted light soil made rich by adding and mixing with it thoroughly well- 
rotted barnyard manure, sheep manure, or humus. Sow the seed in shallow drills of squares of suitable size, par-— 
titioned off with laihs; cover 1% inch or more, according to the size of the seed—the very fine ones should only be 
pressed into the soil; press down with a flat board; waer gentiy but thoroughly through a fine hoSe and do not. 
allow the soil to become dry while the seed is in the process of germination, for as soon as the seed has sprouted / 
and un il it becomes a plant with roots, its life depends entirely on soil-moisture. It is fatal to allow the soil to 
become dry for even five minutes during this period, and nearly all failures in growing perenials are a'tributed to 
this neglect. Seed-beds must, therefore, be shaded from the sun in summer and carefully watched and watered 
until the plants have made from four to five leaves. While most of the hardy flowers germinate in from eight to- 
four.een days, there are some which take a month or more before they come up, so do not become impatient. If 
seedlings come up too thick, pull out some and transplant eleswhere in boxes or other seed-beds, and when plants — 
are finally large enough they will be ready for setting out in their permanent places. This, however, should not — 
be done later than October 1, in order to allow sufficient time for them to take a firm hold in the soil before rrost.

How to Grow from Seed 


All annual flowers are easily and most successfully 
grown from seed and offer a large field for selection. No 
matter for what purpose you may want flowers—for cut- 
ing, for garden beds, for color, or for foliage effect— 
you will find ample material among them from which to 
select. In buying flower seeds it is a matter of greatest 
_importance to you to know that the seeds you are getting 
have been produced from the best plants—those bearing 
the finest flowers. It is only through great care in breed- 
ing, constant and most careful re-selection, that plants 
and flowers are brought up to and kept at a high s.andard 
of perfection. 
Our aim is to secure the very best obtainable, both of 
' home and foreign growth, adaptable to our intermountain 
ys region. And we have spared neither pains nor expense 
with this object in view. 


Sowing of Annuals 


All annuals can be sown in the garden in this vicinity 
in April and May when the ground is warm either in a 
seed-bed or directly in the spaces where they are to grow. 
There are some annuals, such as Poppies, Eschscholtzia, 
Mignonette, Centaurea, and the like, which on account ol 
Jack of fibrous roots, cannot be transplanted without a 
great set-back to the plant. These should be sown, either 
broadeast or in rows, in the location desired. Most of 
the annual flowers, however, benefit by being transplanted, 
as it develops for them a better root-system. These are 
‘better started in a coldframe or a specially prepared 
seed-bed of rich soil, deeply dug and finely sifted on top. 
Sow the seed in shallow drills or in Squares of a con- 
venient size, partitioned off with laths. Most flower 
‘seeds are small and can only be covered with about \%& 
‘ineh of soil; the very fine seeds are simply pressed into 
the soil. Water carefully through a fine nozzle so as not 
0 wash the seed out and keep the soil moist constantly. 
/ On warm, sunny days some shade should be given during 
/midday. When the seedings are large enough to handle, 
| they can be transplanted 1 inch apart in another seed-bed, 
or if they are not too close together, they may be left 
in the original bed until large enough to transplant into 
‘permanent places. Always remember that flowers need 
rich soil, an open sunny situation, and sufficient space 
between plants for proper development.

Starting Seeds Indoors 


Many annuals, such as Snapdragons, Stocks, Asters. 
Begonias, Carnations, Celosia, Cosmos, Cabaea, Dahlias, 
Dianthus, Heliotrope, Lobelia, Pansies, Myosotis, Petunias, 
Phlox, Salpiglossis, Salvia, Vinca, Verbena, if sown outside 
do not bloom until quite late in the summer, but you can 
have them early if you sow the seed in the ho_bed. Early 
in March is about the best 1ime to sow, except for 
Lobelias, Begonias, and Stocks, which can be started as 
early as February. Sow either directly in the hotbed in 
shallow drills or in pens or boxes. Special seed-boxes 
are usually 3 inches high, 12 inches wide, by 24 inches 
long. The soil should be light, finely sifted, and well 
watered before sowing. Scatter seeds evenly, but not toc 
thinly. Even here it is to be remembered that in ‘union 
there is strength,’ for the fine seeds especially, when 
sown too thin, very often have not the strength singly 
to break through the soil. After sowing press the soil 
down with a flat board and cover the boxes or pans with 
newspaper to prevent too rapid evaporation. This cover- 
ing must be removed as soon as the seedlings are up. 
Always water through a fine nozzle, and only when 
necessary, with tepid water and as much as possible in 
the forenoon or midday on bright sunny days, for if the 
soil is too wet over night, the small seedlings will become 
chilled and damp or rot off. 


Transplanting 


When seedlings have four leaves, transplant in simi- 
lar boxes 1 inch apart or singly into small pots (paper 
pots are excellent for this purpose and quite inexpensive) 
shifting into larger ones if necessary. The earliness of 
Starting the seeds will govern the amount and need for 
transplanting. Ventilate more or less according to the 
weather and gradually harden the plants, preparatory to 
setting them out when all danger of frost is past and the 
soil is warm. Cultivate frequently: hoe your beds often; 
and stimulate plant growth by applying a top dressing of 
Whizz fertilizer, Vigoro, or bonemeal (see page 31) to 
the soil at frequent intervals. This will keep up a steady 
vigorous, healthy growth. Keep seed-pods removed: 
never allow withered flowers to remain on the plants if 
vou want them to bloom right through the season.
